Strong Talk of Boodle—The Main 
Cause of the Changes 3 
in Voting.

SACRAMENTO, “March 14. —)Special.] 
A concerted effort was again made in 
both houses today looking to the re- 
scinding of the action of the Legisla- 
ture of last- Saturday night. Inthe 
Senate it took shape this afternoon in 
an attempt by Mr. Hart of Sacramento 
to have the journal of last Saturday 
changed. A lengthy discussion ensued, 
but the Senate refused to alter the 
records. 


In the House tonight, by a system of 


| parliamentary jugglery, the question 


of raising the motion of reconsidera- 
tion, which was so decisively voted 
down yesterday, was again brought up, 
and, for over half an hour, the greatest 
excitement reigned. The lobbies and 
galleries were packed, and whenever 
any speaker alluded in a complimentary 
manner to Sacramento — cheering was 
deafening. 
TAKEN UNAWARES, 

The boomers, were mostly absent 
around town, and the Santa Clara dele- 
gation on the floor were taken some- 
what unawares by these new tactics of 
the Sacramentans. But when the gues- 
tion caine to a. vote Sacramento lost 
again by a vote of 43 to 32. The only 
cheering following the announcement 
of this vote was from those members 
who had voted with the majority. The 
lobbies and galleries were ominously 
silent. Several attempts were made 


during the debate to show that the citi- 


zens of Sacramento had alwa rays esteemed 
the Legis atures F 


This a members, but 
it is claimed that a ‘sack raised by Sac- 
ramento was the main cause of most of 
the changes. Be that as it may, the 
forty-three who voted against Sacra- 
mento tenight are unqgualifiedlv in favor

Arrested for the Murder of 
Me Whirter. 


Richard S. Heath, F. W. Polley and. 
John Doe the Accused, 


The Two Former Men are Lodgea 
in Jail at Fresno. 


Heath Says He Has Expected to Be Ar- 


rested, for Some Time, but 
Claims He Can Prove 
an Alibi. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 


San Francisco, March 14.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Richard S. Heath, a 
son of the late Gen. Heath of this city, 
was arrested here last night for the 
murder of Louis B. McWhirter in Fresno 
lastAugust. Fred W. Polley, now in jail 
in Fresno for vagrancy, is also charged 
with the same crime. McWhirter was 
a lawyer, and took a prominent part in 
the politics of that place. He was vios 
léntly opposed to certain men in that 
city, and had many enemies. His life 
had been threatened, and on that 
account he took out a life insurance, 
policy amounting to,$60,000. About 
3 o’clock on the morning of August 29 
last McWhirter was aroused by noisé 
in his back yard. He went out, 
tially dressed and revolver in hand, to 
investigate. In less than a minute 
from the time he left his house hig 
wife heard a succession of pistol shots, 
and rushing ont found her husband 
dead with a bullet in his heart. Near 
him was found a revolver and two 
heavy clubs, indicating that there were 

TWO ASSASSINS. 

McWhirter’ s friends believed he was 
the victim of apolitical plot, while 
others, including the insurance compa- 
nies, said he had committed suicide, 
and the insurance companies refused teé 
pay the insurance gon McWhirter’s life. 
The murder created a great sensation 
throughout the State, but no progress 
was made in discovering the murderers. 

Heath was arrested last evening 
about 5 o’clock, and when-the officer 
told him he was wanted on a charge of 
murder he asked: ‘‘F'resno?’’ The officer 
answered ‘‘yes,’? and Heath said: 
have been expecting this;-bet™ 

lown over.”’ 
‘CAN PROVE AN ALIBI. 

Heath then declared he could prove 
an alibi, and that he contd prove by the 

lerk of the Grand Central Hotel at 

resno that he went to bed at Il 
o'clock on thé night of August 28, and 
that he was asleep in his room at the 
time McWhirter was killed. Heath 
says he was McWhirter’s friend, and 
the theory is that McWhirter was killed 
by mistake. Among the murdered law- 
yer’s firm friends was Joseph E. Baker, 
a well-known newspaper writer, who 
was brought down to Fresno by 
McWhirter to conduct the Fresno 
Expositor in the interests of his faction 
Baker made 
many enemies by his articles in the Ex- 
positor, and among them Heath. The’ 
latter resented the statements made in 
his presence by Baker concerning State 
Senator Goucher, and in the fight that 
ensued he was badly whipped by Baker. 
Heath swore he would kill Baker, and 
hunted for him the next day with a ree 
volver, but did not find the newspaper 
man. Heath still swore vengeance, but 
got no opportunity to get even. 

THE PROSECUTION’S THEORY. 

About this time McWhirter went te 

the mountains with his wife, and Baker 


occupied his house during his absence, 


About a week béfore the murder Mc- 
Whirter returned and Baker left. Heath 


The struggle did not working onthe Curtis ranch;near 


Fresno, and did not know McWhirter 
had returned. ‘The tieory is that Heath 
went to McWhirter’s house, thinking 
Baker was there and intending to kill 
him. Instead. however, McWhirter 
rushed out, revolver in hand, and Heath 
shot the man whom he called his best 
friend. 

The fact that Heath had been arrested 
here was not generally known untilthis 
morning, as Heath was taken immedi- 
ately over to Oakland and put on atrain 
bound for Fresno, where he arrived 
last night. .The arrest was made by 
Capt. Cullendan, of the Morse Detective 
Agency. Heath had just come to the 
city from Los Gatos, where he had been 
taking the Keeley cure. He is well 
known in San Francisco, where he has 
friends and relatives of high standing. 

Crittenden Thornton, Mrs. McWhirt- 
er’s attorney, said he was not surprised 
at.the arrest of Heath and Polley. He 
said: ‘*‘These men were but the cats- 
paw of others more powerful, and I exs 
pect to see many political and financial 
reputations in this State shattered in a 
very short time.”’ 

EXCITEMENT IN FRESNO. 

Fresno,. March 14.—This city was 
greatly excited at the news of the are 
rest of McWhirter’s murderers. The 
arrest of Heath in San Francisco wasa 
great surprise, though he had long been 
suspected. The grand jury is now in 
session here, and it is understood will 
return indictments against Heath and 
Polley.

The complaint further 
states that under the existing con- 
tracts the company is bound to 
furnish the purchasers over 10,000 
inches of water continuously, and that 
“the purchasers have already paid for 
said water; that in order to acquire the 
water necessary to fulfill the contracts 
and construct the necessary flumes,etc., 
it will be necessary to expend a sum ex- 
ceeding $800,00); that within the past 
two years the company has received 
from the sale of water $950,000, of 
which $500,000 has been expended: 
that if the practice of paying dividends 
in the manner objected to continues, 
the parties to whom the company has 
contrdcted to deliver water will suffer 
an irreparable loss by reason of the ib- 
ability of the corporation to perform 
their contract.”

TROTTING HORSES. 


New Rules Governing Time Performances 
and Match Races. 

New York, March 14.—/|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At the trotting meeting 
today the new rules governing time 
‘performances and match, races were 
passed.

If, 
we were to dispose of criminai matters on 
the planof mercy, it would be a pleasant 
consummation, but there is not much 
mercy in convicting a man and sending 
him tothe state prison and locking him 
up. It is a matter that does not seem to | 
fall within the line of mercv. Now, Mr. 
Mayne, I suppose from the testimony in 
this case, and from al] the circumstances, 
that itis whisky which has brought you to 
the position you are placed in today— 
whisky! It isin evidence that you have ac. 
quired a habit of drinking whisky, and have 
become a drunkard, that your wife was 


compelled on that account to leave you. 


I suppose that was your little girl we saw 
here (a beautiful child five or six years of 
age,) and your wife, even'clinging to you 
after she had been compelled and forced by 
your brutal, inhuman, outrageous and cow- 
ardly conduct toward her, to get a divorce, 
breaking up your family. And you, with 
your eyes open, aman with a big brain, 
still going on, after that trouble had oc- 
curred, breaking that woman's heart, dis- 
gracing your child, and bringing such 
wreck and ruin as that into your tamily. 

There is no excuse at all, sir! If you 
have smoothed over your conscience about 
those deeds with the idea that you could fill 
up with whisky and go out and perpetrate 
crimes upon society, you were never more 
mistaken in your life. Thercisaclass of 
men who think that!when they get drunk 
they are privileged characters, and that 
they can cut, kill, slay, steal and do most 
anything, and just throw up their hands 
and say, ‘I was drunk,’’ and you are “rec- 
ommended to the full mercy of the Court.”’

Ordinance. 


Imposing Licenses and Fixing Rates 
Thereof in the County of Los Angeles, 
State of Caiifornia, 


HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE 
County of Los Angeles, State of Cali- 
fornia, do ordain as fo.lows: 

SECTION 1. For every traveling exhibition 
or entertainment, the exhibitor thereof 
shall pay a license tax as follows: 

For every exhibition. of. a caravan, mu- 
seum, menagerie, or collection of animals, 
not included in or with a circus, twenty-five 
dollars per day; torevery exhibition of a cir- 
cus, not included in or combined with a me- 
nagerie, museum or collection of animals, 
twenty-five dollars per day; for every exhi- 
bition of a circus, included in or combined 
with a menagerie, traveling museum or col- 
lection of animals, fifty dollars per day; for 
every side show to a menagerie. mu- 
seum, or circus, where a separate admission 
fee is charged. five dollars per day. 

SEC. 2. Every person, except as herein- 
after provided n -ection 21, who sells, gives 
away, or furnishes vinous, malt, or spirit- 
uovs liquors in quantities not less than one- 
fifth of a gallon, shall pay a license tax 
thertor atthe rate.of twenty dollars per

The 1887 cases, recently tried by 
Judge Hebbard of San Francisco (de- 
Cision rendered February 38, 1893,) 
ere the only tax suits in which the 
issue as to whether the Federal fran- 
chise was really assessed or not! was 
ever actually and fairly contested and 
tried. These cases went against the 
Fallroad company. Jt was the first 
break in the long chain of ‘‘skulduggery”’ 
by whieh that corporation was enabled 
to evade its just obligations. The final 
words of Judge Hebbard's decision were:
